SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This has been an active and busy year in 
Town Affairs. 


The changes in the laws plus new laws enacted 
by the last legislature created considerable 
work for the Selectmen. 


The Forest Fire excise tax was one of these 
changes. This tax applies to any tot of 100 
acres or any combination of lots that consist 
of 100 acres or more, providing those lofts 
have a common boundary. Another part of this 
law requires an_- estimate of all woodlots 
of one acre or more by April 1, 1984. We 
ame up with an estimate of 26,000 forested 
cres. 


Law enforcement: This law- states that all 
law enforcement officers must have training 
in order to be eligible to make arrests, 
etc. We were fortunate in acquiring the services 
of John Horne on aé part-time basis. He was 
paid through the County so that he was covered 
by their tnsurance. We funded his’ services 
from the balance in the Law Enforcement Account 
and from aé grant of $500 from the Coe Fund. 
Water for use at the #4 Cemetery should be 
available next spring. We wish to thank the 
late Mrs. Avis Cram and Mr. Russell Cram 
for their contribution to this project. 
The road signs and numbering operation’ for 
individual homes should also be _ completed 
next summer. 
Some figures we came up with this year might 
be of interest: 

There are 859 non-resident parcels 

451 resident parcels 
1,290 parcels 


476 non-resident homes 
311 resident homes 
787 homes 
This figure does not include cabins, such 
as those at Farrington's and Quisisana. 
We planned to repair the dam at Kezar Lake 


Outlet in November. However, we had the wettest 
November on record so could not complete

the work. We expect to get the repairs done 
before spring. 


Tax collections were very good again _ this 
year — 93% paid as we closed the books.

The Planning Board meets regularly on fthe 
first Wednesday of each month. There has been 
some turn-over in the membership this year, but 
the Board has managed to have a quorum and com— 
plete its business. 


The Board has approved one subdivision this 
year, and another application for subdivision is 


currently awaiting approval. The approved sub-— 
division is located on the East side of the Old 
Waterford Road at the Lovell—Waterford Town 
‘Line. It consists of the division of approxi- 
mately sixty-five acres into nine lots. 


There have been violations of the code this 
year, regarding the harvest of timber within the 
Resource Protection Zone; the Board reminds those 
persons owning property within this zone that 
there are regulations regarding the removal of 
timber from areas within this zone, and that a 
permit may be required. 


Finally, the Board intends to review the Com- 
prehensive Plan, upon which most of our reg- 
ulations are based. The survey for the plan was 
completed in 1974, and another survey may be 
taken to see if the plan needs updating. 


It appears that Lovell still holds an attrac- 
tion for people, and continues to grow. It is 
necessary that we, as a community, be aware of 
this and keep our regulations current and in step 
with this growth.

1985 Annual Report 


During LOGS; your non-profit volunteer 
ambulance service responded to a_ total of 
105 calls in the four town area. These calls 
were distributed as follows: 


Albany - 2, Lovell - 22, Stoneham -— 19, 
Waterford — 62 
This represented a slight increase’ over 


the total number of calls for the previous 
year and a sizeable drop in the calls. for 
the Town of Stoneham, due primarily to the 
closure of Evergreen Valley. 
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During the winter months we _- conducted 
the first Basic Emergency Medical Technician 
Course to be held in the Stoneham area with 
a graduating class of 17 students. Nine of 
these are members of Stoneham Rescue while 
the balance are from other neighboring services. 
In the summer, three of our members completed 
the Epinepherine (Bee Sting) module of training. 
This fall, four more of our members completed 
the Advanced EMT-—MAST/Airway Technician Course 
held in Norway. Refresher’ training for ail 


members continued monthly throughout the 
year. 


The year saw the final completion of the 
30'x32' addition to the front of our original 
rescue barn and the complete remodeling and 
expansion into the former garage area. of 
our meeting and_ training room. Purchases 
of equipment included additional CPR practice 
manikens, portable two-way radios for dispatch, 
a second set of anti-shock trousers for the 
back-up unit, and small extrication’ tools. 
A water supply for the barn has now been 
completed. 


Fund raising plans for 1984 will be aimed 
toward the purchase of additional two-way 
radios, and the building of a dedicated fund 
for the eventual replacement of the back— 
up ambulance. 

Stoneham Rescue also needs additional 
volunteer members, particularly to help staff 
the daytime shifts. Contact Bill Severance 
for information on training and_ licensure 


requirements.

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IMPORTANT 


ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM 


Chapter 81, Section 35 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine require the Assessors to give notice to bring 
up lists of taxable property. If no lists are brought 
in, no claim for abatement. 

"Before making an assessment, the assessors” shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public places in town, 
or shall notify them in such other way as the town directs, 


to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists — 


of their polls, and all their estates, real and personal, 
not by law exempt from taxation, of which they are possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any resident 
owner after such notice, or any non-resident owner after 
being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, 
does not bring in such a list, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors, or 
county commissioners, for any abatement of his’ taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer. 


DOG OWNERS - ATTENTION 


All dogs who are six (6) months of age, or amore, 
must be licensed by January Ist. It is now absolutely 
necessary that you go in person to the Town Office, 
bringing with you a current Rabies Certificate, a Certificate 
of Spaying or Neutering and an accurate description 
of the dog. Remember, it is not the responsibility of 
the Dog Officer to lTicense dogs, but to dispose of dogs 
who are not licensed. 


We continue to have a large number of "Dog Complaints" | 


this year, and find that it is becoming necessary to 
increase our efforts in dog control. Please cooperate 
with us, and see that your dog is properly licensed, 
wearing his tags, and under your control - on your own 
property at all times.
